The successful voyage of the first 
dominion forces to come overscas 
recalled the transport of 30,000 Can- 
adian troops to England in 31 ships 
in late September, 1914.

Not a word 
was published of the embarka- 
tion from Canada, 

In Britain secrecy will be main- 
tained on details which might be of 
value to the enemy. The port of 
landing will not be named and the 
names and number of transport 
ships as well as the nature of the 
naval escort will not be published.

Young Canadians on their “great 
crusade” revelled in the thrills and 
luxury of their voyage.

Thus Canadians reached the 
shores of the Motherland amid 
scenes and in circumstances rem- 
iniscent of that eventful day more 
than 25 years ago when a similar 
contingent came with the bless- 
ings of the same dominion to 
fight against the same foe. Many 
veterans of that war came again 
to do their bit. The majority, 
however, are young men of an- 
other generation. 


A scene never to be forgotten by 
those who had the privilege of wit- 
nessing it was the sudden appear- 
ance of the history-making armada 
as it steamed slowly into port out 
of the enveleping mist. 

CHEERS FROM EACH SHIP 

As the first transport of the line, 
in steel grey warpaint, glided grace- 
fully into view, startled citizens 
rushed on the double toward the 
harbor front. More ships followed 
at well-spaced intervals and took 


up their alloted berths in the up-| 


per reaches of the harbor. In the 
van of the convoy and on either 
side of each troopship steamed the 
ever-watchful escorts which had 
brought them safely 2,400 miles past 
lurking dangers. 


From each vessel, as it nosed 
into view several hundred yards 
out in the harbor a volley of 
cheers drifted across the water 
from khaki-clad figures cram- 
ming the decks. Answering cheers 
and waving of handkerchiefs and 
ambrellas came from crowds on 
shore. 


Suddenly strains of “O Canada” 
issued faintly from one of the 
escorting ships. Those on _ shore 
joined in the refrain. 

Then came more cheering from 
the Canadian boys, the skirl of bag- 
pipes. shouting, whistling and sing- 
ing. 


SALUTED BY PLANES 


As the troopships veered out of 
line and carne to rest at a pre- 
arranged anchorage, 
planes roared over the harbor, div- 
ing in salute a few feet above the 
masts, Naval ensigns on shore sta- 
tions were unfurled, with long mes- 
sages of greeting in flag code. Signal 
lamps flickered from ship to ship as 
harbor tenders set out for the trans- 


ports to begin the important task of | 
disembarkation. | 

On the quayside cameras clicked 
as newsreel units ground out film 
of the inspiring, momentous scene. 


By this time word about the | 
arrival of a mystery convoy had 
spread like wildfire through the 
community, bringing hundreds of 
excited, curious citizens milling 
along the shores and the ap- 
proaches to the dockside, 


They waited in bitter cold for 
hours. They still had no way of} 
knowing the answers to their ques- 
tions: “What's going on?” and “Who 
are they?” 


RECOGNIZE CANUCKS 


Suddenly a tender crowded from 
bow to stern with singing, cheering, 
waving men in full battle kit hove 
into sight. As the tender drew 
alongside the quay the crowd re- 
cognized the maple leaf badge on 
the men’s forage caps. 

“It's the Canadians.” . “Hello 
Canada” . . . “Welcome boys” 
“God bless you.” . . These were 
some of the greetings heard through 
the tumult of cheering. 

The first arrival rent the air 
with a full-throated chorus of 
“Hail, Hail, the Gang's All Here” 
.. + “Roll Out the Barrel” and 
shouts of “Hold everything, here 
we come” and “Where's that guy 
Hitler.” 


The overjoyed crowd broke

The Plans Went Up in Smoke 


The Graf Spee, blazing on a mud-bank 
in the estuary of the Plate, was the fun- 
eral pyre of Nazi hopes that in the pocket 
battleship they had forged a weapon 
which would give them command of the 
outer seas. 

These ships were supposed to be too 
fast for any vessels powerful enough to 
deal with them which the Allies could af- 
ford to send out of home waters. But after 
what Berlin called a “skirmish” with three 
far less heavily-armed cruisers, the Graf | 
was so badly damaged that four days of 
feverish repair work could not restore it 
to condition to fight. 

Captain Langsdorff did not blow up 
the Graf on his own responsibility. He had 
direct orders from Herr Hitler, who of 
course took counsel with his naval advis- | 
ers, These are therefore consenting to the | 
conclusion that as a fighting unit the 
pocket battleship has been greatly over- 
rated, and the bid for domination of dis- 
tant waters is a failure. 

As a commerce destroyer the pocket 
battleship has been a terror of the sea. As 
three of them at most have been at large, 
the destruction of one reduces by a third 
the risks of commerce. Of even more im- 
portance is the significance of the fact 
that the Spee went down and out in the 
first round with weaker antagonists.

formal endorsement as a part of interna- 
tional law, Berlin knew about it and in di- 
rect defiance of the ruling sent the Graf 
to prowl for victims within the proscribed 
area. 

There may be some difficulty zetting 
Uruguay and the other republics to see 
that this contemptuous disregard of their 
interests entitled the Graf to run into a 
South American port at all, to say noth- 
ing about staying there as long as it 
pleased to repair damages.

Canada to Supply Striking Power 


If any Canadians have thought Can- 
ada was not doing or planning to 
full share in defeating Hitlerism, the 
agreement signed on Saturday by the Gov- 
ernments of Great Britain, Australia.

These are impressive figures. They 
have been arrived at by consultation be- 
tween the four Governments and the 
experts of the four air services. They re- 
present the considered judgment of the 
conferring authorities as to the part air- 
men are to take in the war, as to how 
many will be required, and as to where 
and how the men needed can best be re- 
cruited and trained. 

Canadian divisions are to fight with 
the land forces of the Allies, and our war- 
ships will continue their protective ser- 
vice along our coasts, but it is from the 
air Canada is asked to deal its heaviest 
blows upon the enemy. With the armies 
deadlocked along the Maginot-Siegfried 
lines and naval operations aimed mainly 
at blocking German ports, airmen may 
well decide the outcome of the struggle. 
The steady stream of trained pilots, ob- 
servers and gunners from Canada’s train- 
ing schools and flying fields will give 
cumulative striking power to the Allied 
air forces that must in the end prove ir- 
resistible. 


Editorial Notes 


Moscow explains that, having been ex- 
pelled from the League of Nations, Rus- 
Sia now has a “free hand” to deal with 
other countries as it may please. Fin- 
land will not notice the difference. 


The official radio announcer at Berlin 
told his hearers the Graf Spee showed “no 
visible traces of the engagement” when it 
got to Montevideo. He will have quite a 
time now explaining that the captain had 
to blow up the ship because it was so bad- 
ly mauled he couldn't repair it in four 
days and nights of high-pressure repair 
work. That is, if the people of Germany 
are allowed to find out that the Graf has 
been destroyed. 


Prince August Wilhelm, who lives in 
Germany, says the Hohenzollerns are sol- 
idly behind the Nazis. Tuat may bring 
comfort to the friendless brigands, and 
safety to Prince August Wilhelm, but it 
will do nothing to stimulate support 
abroad for the restoration of the former 
dynasty when the interloper has been dis- 
posed of. The Hohenzollerns were a bad 
lot in their day, but if they have really 
come to admire their successor they have 
reached a new low level of unfitness to 
govern.

Until this magician can tell his government 
how to end China’s stubborn defiance of Japan- 
ese aggression, his credentials as an expert in 
European affairs must remain highly suspect.

The Russian bear has been growling at Ber- 
lin. Evidently Comrade Hitler is not a first- 
class member of the Comintern society. One day 
last week the Russian papers charged Germany 
with the heinous crime of supplying Finland 
with war materials. When Berlin officials pro- 

tested their innocence with 
STORM SIGNALS solemn ferver, if not with ab- 
OVER MOSCOW solute sincerity, the Russians 

graciously consented to recant 
and told the world that all is quiet again on the 
Commun-Nazi front. But the incident throws a 
lurid glare upon the tense relations between the 
two aggressor states, suspicious and apprehen- 
sive of one another even though a union of 
hearts is supposed to have been effected by their 
non-aggression pact. 

Why didn’t the Russian officials ask the Nazi 
ambassador in Moscow if it was true Germany 
was helping Finland? That could easily have 
been done, and it would have prevented the 
Communist papers drawing fire from the Ger- 
man propaganda corps in retaliation at this slur 
upon their conduct. The only logical explana- 
tion is that Russia wanted to make this accusa- 
tion against her bosom friend in as public a 
fashion as possible, so that Germany's subse- 
quent denial could be blazoned before the whole 
world. If Germany wants to help Finland now, 
she can do so only by violating her own pledges 
and running the risk of a sharp clash with 
Soviet power. 

The Russian apology was not a model of tact. 
Germany was acquitted of the charge that she 
had been aiding Finland since the Red troops 
swarmed into that country, but no mention was 
made of the help the Reich was extending to 
Finland in the week immediately prior to the 
invasion. It has now been established by the 
testimony of Norway and Sweden that Finland 
obtained such help from Germany until Russia 
protested violently. 

Finland already has earned the gratitude of 
loving peoples by the heroic manner in

China Walled In 


China is the home of the oldest great nation 
on earth. Empires flourished and fell, whole 
epochs came and went, but China endured. 

It was, to be sure, overrun, conquered and 
dominated, But the conquerors were from re- 
lated nations, so were eventually assimilated and 
absorbed by the Chinese. They melted as ice- 
bergs in a Chinese sea. 

One reason for that is that it was protected. 
Not only does it have 18,000 walled cities and tens 
of thousands of walled viliages, but China as a 
whole was walled in. On the west are vast de- 
serts, on the south mountains so high man has 
not yet climbed them, on the east the vastest of 
all oceans. On the north was a double barrier, 
the snows of Siberia and the “Great Wall.” For 
forty centuries China remained behind its bul- 
warks, shut off from the world, disdaining the 
world, independent of the world. 

The Chinese considered all the other peoples 
barbarians—and not without some justification. 
Surely a nation that had watched the Pharaohs 
vanish, Babylonia disappear, Rome crumble and 
Europe sink into the twilight of the Dark Ages 
had some claim to superiority. — Christian 
Science Monitor. 


Premier Godbout’s Labor Policy

many respects the late government's labor policy 
was conceived in ignorance and the history of 
its application has been a history of harm to in- 
dustry and labor alike. It is based upon a com- 
plete misconception of actua] industrial labor 
values and in its enforcement an attempt has 
been made to establish, by arbitrary means, rates 
and working conditions which are uneconomic 
and which must therefore prove unsuccessful in 
the long run, Industry's capacity to assume and 
absorb increased labor ‘costs is limited, and in- 
creased costs passed on to the consumer have the 
inevitable effect of reducing consumer dem 
Furthermore, the operat la 


yn of the law has 
posed upon employers an extra and substan 
expense in the clerical work necessarily ved 
in the preparation of returns of one kind and 
another which are required under the law, an 
expense already heavy enough through similar 
exactions by other gover The present 
legislation calls for the most thorough revision 
and the Government will be rendering great 
service to the province, to employees as well as 


to employers, if in such revision it applies com- 
mon sense principles and adopts common sense 
methods.

26 weeks to turn out a qualified 
pilot and in the course of that time 
the students will pass through three 
different schools. 

Observers will also undergo 26 
weeks training but will pass} 
through four different schools. Air 
gunners in 24 weeks training will 
| pass through three schools. 


WILL BE LARGE CAMPS 

The young recruit offering him- 
self for flying service, assuming he 
passes the severe physical tests and 
measures up to the education stand- 
ards requiréd will go first to one 
of three initial training schools. 

These schools will probably be 
in the nature of large military 
camps, accommodating 1,000 or 
more men at a time. There the re- 
cruits will don uniforms and | 
undergo the measure of disciplin- 
ary training necessary to adapt 
men to life in the fighting ser- 
vices, There will be some phy- 
sical training, some lectures and 
instructions about the theory of 
air operations, 

At the end of four weeks’ initial 
training course those found unsuit- 
| able for flying will be weeded out 
and the remainder divided accord- 
ing to their talent and taste for 
pilot work, observing or gunnery. 

Those selected as student pilots 
will proceed to one of a large num- 
ber of elementary flying schools

The crop of air gunners leaving 
the initial training schools will go 
first to one of four wireless train-| 
ing schools for 16 weeks’ instruc- 
tion. There they must acquire ‘the 
| required speed in sending and re- 
| ceiving messages by wireless, for 
the air gunners must be wireless op- 
| erators as well, 

Then they will move on to one of 
the same 10 bombing and gunnery 
schools attended by the observers. 
They will spend only four weeks in 
these schools against six weeks 
| spent by the observers. The air! 
gunner’s instruction in these schools 
will make him a machine gun spe- 
cialist while the observers concen- 
trate on bomb aiming.
